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I guess I spoke too soon when I reported all 
SCCARA members were on the mend. Some of you might 
have heard that Wally, KA6YMD, fell off the antenna trailer 
while attempting to put tarps over it, to protect it from the 
elements. He was at a height of about eight feet, when the 
trailer tongue slipped off the blocks and ejected him to the 
ground. He broke his fall with his left arm. He stood up, 
spit out the dirt in his mouth, and examined the arm, which 
he realized was in an odd position. Don Hayden, KO6HH, 
applied a cardboard splint held in place with duct tape. 
Wally drove himself to Kaiser, Santa Teresa emergency room. 
X-rays showed a fracture to the left wrist. The tip of the 
radial bone was broken in eight pieces. The E.R. scheduled 
Wally for surgery the next day. The surgery placed internal 
fixators to put bones back in place, then external fixators 
(pins) to hold his arm and hand in a neutral position until 
the bones healed, about six to eight weeks. When the pins 
come out, Wally will have a regular cast for another six 
weeks. When the cast comes off, he will have physical 
therapy. He has a long recovery ahead. The doctor has said 
that the left thumb may be able to give as tight a grip as he 
had before. Meanwhile, Wally is home until November 1. 
He is making the best of the situation. The doctor instructed 
me on how to do pin care, which is done daily. 

I have had another cellulitis flare-up and am on 
antibiotics for ten days. 

Since Wally is going to be home, he will have the 
time to talk to Regional Medical engineering department and 
see what can be done to get the antenna cables installed so 
we can get the radio station at the hospital done. We are 
also getting closer to being able to having the use of the 
repeater in the City vault at Alum Rock Park. Wally will 
have time for testing the system when Trish gets it in place 
and working. He will be able to have the time to talk with 
Tom Trich, Assistant to Engineering, about he repeater at 
Santa Teresa Hospital. I hope he can get things done now 
that he has the time. I will help him in any way I can. 

We are nearing elections for next year. The office of 
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secretary is open again. Our current secretary, Willie 
Magquinalez, KG6HJE, has taken a job in Reno. His first day 
was Friday, Sept. 6. We have to contact Willy’s father to find 
out where the secretary stuff is and how we can get it back. 
Don Hayden is planning to go to Reno on business in 
October. He offered to pick up the secretary things if they 
are in Reno. If the secretary supplies are still in Morgan 
Hill, I will pick them up myself. Willie left without telling us 
he was going, now we have to retrieve the secretary supplies. 


For now, things are status quo. I have a speaker for 
October. He is Larry Carr, Emergency Coordinator for 
Santa Clara County. I am trying to get speakers for 
November. December is the Christmas luncheon, no speaker 
required. 

I hope everyone at the picnic had a good time.
